With Juftice therefore we make 
ule of this Term, Narrowme/s of Mind, to exprefs fuch 
Difpofttion of Soul, as inclines a Man to believe, 
that the Good of another, is inconfiftent with his 
won. For this being folely the Effects of want of 
Penetration, it implies, that his Mind, who entertains 
this Notion, is not extended enough ; or, in other 
Words, that it is teo marrow 
To remove this Habit of Thinking, there need 
nothing more, than to confider ferioufly, whence, 
ſerit arifes; for, as it can have but two Sources, viz 
natural and acquired Abilities, it is felf-evident, that 
thefe belong juftly to the Pofffer, and to nobody elfe ; 
the one bzing the Gift ot Nature, the other the 
Hieéts of his Indufiry. To deny fuch a Man the 
putation of being wife, learned, or polite, is as 
wireafonable as to deny the Reputation of being rich, 
0a Man who has a great Eftate ; and, as both are 
ecbfervable by the World, it is not only wnrea- 
ynadle, but ridiculous 
But asin Difcourfes of this Nature, there is need 
tot only of Reafon, but of Inftances ; fo, on the 
her hand, nothing can be more eafy, than to fuggelt 
to the Reader various Examples of the Trutn of 
what I fay.

On the other hand, Men of open and generous 
Difpofitions, are always fond of Merit; afid always 
defirous of rendering it the Praifes and the Setvices 
it deferves: I will mot fay, that this is always the 
Effe& of Thought and deep Refle€tion ; but, I think 
I may affirm, thas it flows from an habirual Virtue, 
and from a Cuftom of aéting on right Principles, ' 
which is peculiar to Men of Virtue and good Senfe 
The natutal Effeéts of this Conduct, is the Efteem 
of Men of Merit, which is in itfelf a very valuable 
Acquirementr, and is often attended with very happy 
Confequences ; for as Men of Merit generally fuc- 
ceed fooner or later, and as they are of all Men the ; 
leaft liable to Jngratitude, fo Reafon teaches us, that 
the Efteem and good Will of fach Men, muft, at fome 
Time or other, produce Goid. If we look into the 
Records of Experience, we fhall find, that there 
are not fewer Inftances in favour of this Doétrine, 
than of that which we eftablithed before. We fhal 
mention a few, in order to leave the. greater Scope to 
the Induftry of the Reader. = 
In the Court of Aucguſtus, all the Men of Merit 
affifted, promoted, and defended each other. Mace- 
nas, whofe Fame hath been, , as well preferv'd» 
as that of any Man in any Condition what‘oever, 
owed that Refpe& which was fhewn him living, and 
that Glory which will everlaftingly wait on his Me- 
mory,.to the Reétitude of his Conduct in this re- 
fpeét. He had, it is certain, very great Virtues ; 
but he had likewife many and great Vices and Weak- 
neffes which, in all Probability would not a little have 
tatnifhed, perhaps have —— overthrown his Cha- 
racter, if it had not been fuftained by the Learned, 
whom he fo kindly and generoufly proteCted. Our 
famous Cardinal Wolfey, as he rofe by perfonal Merit 
himfelf, fo he greatly efteem'd it in others; which, 
tho’ it did not prevent his meeting with a cruel Re- 
verfe of Fortune, yet it preferved him from being 
abfolutely facrificed to his Enemies; for the only 
Friend who ftuck clofe by him in his Misforcunes 
was Me. Cromwell, whom he had raifed merely out of 
refpe& to his Merit. In our own Time, the late 
Earl of Halifax was a kind Patron of true Merit ; 
and never any Nobleman enjoyed a more extenfive or 
better founded Reputation than he. I might fay as 
| much of a great Man living; but it would look like 
Flattery, and therefore J wave it. What I bave 
already faid, is fufficient at leaft to awaken in the 
Mind of the intelligent Reader, the Remembrance 
of a Multitude of Inftances, which, for brevity 
Sake, I have omitted. | 
We have an old Proverb, and a very juft one, 
That it is in vain to firuggle with the Stream ; the truc 
Meaning of which I cake to be, that it is a fruiclels 
Labour for a Manto oppofe his‘own Cunning ; for 
that fort of Wifdom which is fubfervient to our 
Paffions is nothing elfe, — the natural Order of 
Things. I donot deny that thete have been, and 
I believe there are daily Examples of the Succefs of 
this Cunning in firft Inftances ; but then, likea flight 
Dam, raifed to Check the Waters of a running Stream ; 
its Succefs has been: fatal to itfelf, giving fuch a 
Weight by its own untoward Oppofition, as to enable 
that to bear it down, which would have flowed peace- 
ably in its ordinary Courfe. But admitting it were 
poflible tor Malice and Envy to triamph over Merit ; 
admitting that the ferpentine repr 5; an il! Man 
might defeat the true good Senfe of his Neighbours ! 
What then ? This will be difcovered either in the 
prefent, or in the coming Age ; and then chis trivial, 
this unimportant Succefs, will draw cn’a jul Storm 
of Cenfure and Reproach. Whata miferable Triumph 
isthis! which is attended with greater Scandal than 


Defeat.
